NEW CAB. REGISTER. 


A Complicated and Complete Device 


for the Conductors to Pull the String 
On. 


The Olmer car register is being tried 


on the various trolley roads in this sec- 
tion of the country and it is claimed 
that the register does away with day 
cards or any figuring on the part of the 
conductor. 


On each end of the car are two dials 


on which are the words "Ticket," 
•Transfer,'' 
"5c. fare" and "pass." 


Connected with these dials is a long rod 
that connects the dial with the register. 


If the conductor takes a ticket he 


turns the rod until the index hand 
points to tbe word "ticket" on the dial, 
then pulls the cord and the word "tick- 
et" appears in the register. 


The mechanism of the register is sim- 


ple but effective. The front of it shows 
the number of passengers and the na- 
ture of the fare collected from the per 
son paying, while on the inside is a 
minuture typesetting 
printing press 


that keeps a perfect account of tbe 
number of cash fares, tickets, passes 
and transfers rung in by tho conductor. 


When the car leaves the barn for its 


day's work, the foreman at the barn 
iuks the rollers and takes an impression 
of how the register stood at the close of 
the day's work, when tho car was put 
up. 


On the right side of the register is a 


plate for setting the proper date of the 
month inside on wheels, while on the 
left Bide is a plate that registers the 
number of the conductor who bundles 
the register. The conductor takes hi« 
impression when he enters tho car, rings 
in his faros and takes another impres- 
sion when he makes hia return trip. 


At the end of each day the reports 


are torn off and sent to the office. 


The conductor simply has to know 


the amount of cash ho had when he 
started out on his trip, the ^balance be- 
longs to the road, and if he has used his 
register carefully .it will come out all 
right. 


It is not known whether they will be

I remem- 
rbcr that while I was attached to the 
ship of which this officer was the 'first 
luQ!' I went ashore at Nagasaki, Ja- 
pan, one afternoon and came across a 
Jap tattoocr whose work was high 
grade.

up and got the terrible laugh from the 
whole ship's companyifor'ard.

"For the executive officer wag just 


.one mass of fine tattooing from his 
neck to his middle. It was all Japa- 
nese work — dragons, eagles, snakes, 
dainty garden scenes and all that sort 
of stuff— in all of the Japanese tattoo- 
er's colors.

eliminated.

Whenever the coal has 
lost its etHcacy ns a blanching agent it 
can, by proper treatment, be rendered 
fit again for use.

•The Ama-ln* Rapidity With Which 


Be Can Work Hi* Way Into the 
Ground—P*onli«r Anmtomy of Thl» 
Curlon» Creature. 


Of all the animals which assist in mak- 


ing life miserable tor the gardener per- 
haps the mole is the most provoking. 
Just ns a certain bed of choice seeds has 
worked into perfect condition, the mole, 
which may not Lave been near the garden 
for a month, comes back as though by 
special appointment and plows that bed 
from end to end. 
Back and forth he 


works through the loose soil, close to the 
surface, heat ing up a little ridge of earth 
wherever he goes. He rapidly destroys 
the bed, though that is not at all his ob- 
ject in coining. He is really out on a 
hunting expedition. 
He is hunting for 


rnrthuorrns, sings, grubs and insects 
which live in the ground and on which 
he depends for food. When he has fin- 
ished his meal, he leaves the bed and 
pushes through the turf of the lawn until 
he reaches the garden wall perhaps. This 
proves a little too hard for him to plow 
through, so he comes out into the open, 
runs at quite a fair speed across the walk 
and thai burrows into the turf again on 
the opposite side. 


He ptobably does this at night, and the 


next day the seeds which he turned up 
during his hunt through the bed will die. 
If the sun is hot, they will be baked in. 
the loosened earth, or if it rains they will 
probably be washed away. 
When the 


gardener discovers the damage, he will 
•tikle about the lawn, stamping iu the 
loose turf with his heel, and we can hard- 
ly blame him if under his breath he says 
home tory unpleasant things about the 
mole. Thou he will probably set a mole 
tiap in the hope that his little enemy 
T\ ill come that way again. And there he 
mnv haxe anotlier disappointment, for the 
mole is qnita apt to stay away until a 
nice lino of young peas or carrots has he- 
gun to show above the ground. Then, 
some night, niter n shower of rain has 
softined the soil, he will suddenly re- 
turn, uproot the line from one end to the 
Other and disappear as hefoie. 


A curious little creature is the mole. 


Fiom the tip of Ins nose to the root of 
his tail be measures something less than 
six UK lies mill his total length is in- 
creased by n lather short, stiaight tail, 
Bjuixoly covered with short haiis. His 
boilj is oou'rul with a beautiful, soft, 
lustioiiM fur, i\luch may look NUT one of a 
number of colors aecoidmg to the light 
In whiih 3011 see it. 
In one light it will 


appear daik hionn, and iu otheis black, 
dnrk hiltcr fir.iy or puiple possibly, and 
perhaps tho most astonishing thing about 
it is the fact that au animal hung iu the 
soil should he able to keep hi-* coat so 
beautifully derm and bright. 
In front 


the body terminates in a naked, c.utilag- 
inoii'» snout, on the upper surface of 
which, rlose together, are two obloug nos- 
tulia. The snout is very flexible—so much 
so, in £.ut, that the animal sometimes 
tw ists it round and puts it into his mouth, 
fioin which lie afterwaid witbdtaws it 
with a pop resembling the sound which 
might be made iu drawing a miniature 
cork. 1 don't know why he does thii 
unless it be to wipe the soil off his nose. 
When his mouth is opened, it will be 
scon that it is full of little teeth of sev- 
eral sizes and shapes and that it some- 
what lesemllcs the mouth of a diminu- 
tive pig. 


At tho first glance one would say that 


he had neither cjes nor ears, but buried 
deep in the fur are two little shining 
black dots, which are doubtlers big 
enough for anything he ever requites to 
see, and about three-quarters of an inch 
behind Them are two vciy small, round 
holes which lead to bis cars. His fore- 
arms are hidden by the skin, his curious, 
semihumnii hands alone being visible. 
The fingers aie united, forming bioad, 
leathei-j palms, which In life are flesh 
colored. 
They are armed with large, 


slightly cuived nails and ore excellent 
tools for digging with. The hind feet are 
small and .slender, naked on the under 
surface and clothed with fine, short hair 
ou the upper surface. 


When the mole wishes to enter the 


ground, he bungs the backs of his flat 
hands together in front of his nose and, 
digging them into the earth, makes a 
stroke just as a man does when he is 
swimming. He repeats the stroke again 
and again until he is soon out of sight be- 
low the surface. As he goes through the 
earth he twists his head from one side to 
the other and up and down, searching for 
earthworms and other dainties, of which 
he eats gieat numbers in the course of the 
24 hours. When he finds an earthworm, 
he seizes it with the outer surfaces of his 
fore paws and crams it into his mouth, bit 
by bit, munching all the while, like a 
greedy boy eating a banana. When he 
is fed in captivity, the crunching on the 
gritty particles in the bodies of the worms 
can be heard at a distance of several 
yards. 


When in his burrow, a mole can move 


backward almost ns fast as he can move 
forward, and when for any reason he 
moves over the surface of the giound he 
runs on the edges of his front paws, with 
the backs of the latter toward each other, 


It is difficult to believe how quickly i 


mole can work his way into the earth 
unless one has actually watched and 
<med him. Last spring a kind neighbor 
»ent me word that her gardener had witl 
great trouble oaugbt a mole which ha< 
been playing havoc in the garden am 
naked if I did not wish to come over and 
examine it. I accepted the invitation 
and, finding the mole an unusually fine 
specimen, I at once began taking note 
on the speed, with which he could bury 
himself. The flower beds were well cul 
tlratcil ana solt irom recent rain, and at 
the first attempt Mr. Mole was out-of 
sight iu five seconds. Just as his tail was 
disappearing I caught hold of it and pall- 
ed him out, to Rive him. anotlier trial. At 
Uie next attempt he was gone in a littles 
over three seconds, and again I pulled 
him out, to see it he could better this 
fcplondid record. He did not try again at 
once, but ran about, ns though searching 
for a particularly likely spot. At last 
he fqund it, and down went his front 
paws, with his long snout between them. 
I could see that he was going to break 
the record, and just as his tail was going 
fnto the earth I put out my hand to seize 
it. But, alas, my fingers dosed ou the 
air! My friend the molo had struck right 
Into one of his old burrows.—Ernest Har- 
old Barnes iu Hartford Times,

INSUEANCE CONTKOVEBSY. 


Commissioner Linehan Issues State 


ment Concerning Pates of Fire Pro- 
tection. 


In response to a request from the 


representatives of the state press, In- 
surance Commissioner John C. L n<.bau 
has prepared the following statement: 


"A controversy in relation to rates 
harged for insurance on property 111 
New 
Hampshire 
has iccently been 


waged in tbe insurances press between 
the domestic and the foreign companies 
authorised to do bubicpss here. 
The 


atter are forbidden hj law to combine 
with other authored companies 
in 


making rates for the insurance of prop- 
erty in this state, and their managers 
claim that the rates made by the man 
agers and agents of domestic companies 
tire lower thin those in other states. 


'To tlm cburge the reply is made by 


the natives, 'thit the rates on manufac 
tunng risks, nnd special hazards, in 
Xew Hampshire, nro at least one-fourth 
higher than they ore m the others 
while our rates on preferred business 
are at least 30 per cent higher, al 
things being equal ' 
The foreigners 


reply to this, saying. 
'A comparison 


with Massachusetts, Connecticut, or 
Ehode Island, would not be fair, be 
cause a large sicgle city of the size o 
Boston would effect 
materially 
tbe 


average premium per 8100 at risk. 


' 'A comparison of the thre > north 


ern states, however, shows that the 
average premium in Maine lor twenty 
one years was 1 37 per cent, in Ver

The controversy hug this much of in 


terest to New Hampshire people, when 
the outside companies, or rather the in 
surauce press, representing them, de-
